According to the latest figures, Flor 
ida contains 62,991 acres of hyacinth 
choked waters in more than 55 coun 
ties and the weed has spread into 530 
of the 1,500 creeks and rivers. 

Of the total acreage of plagued wa- 
ters, 21,934 have less than 50 percent 
open water but fairly accessible; 22,- 
801 have splotches of open water and 
14,289 are a solid impenetrable mass of 
hyacinths, These figures were reported 
by U. S. Engineers in this state from 
aerial maps made during a two-year 
survey. 

A year before the Engineers began 
work, Congress asked the U. S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service to study the game 
and fish angle of Florida’s hyacinth 
problem.

State more than $5,000,000 a year in 
hunting and fishing business alone.

This report was based on conditions 
four years ago, when fishing pressure 
was less than half what it is today.

The Florida work with beef cattle 
compared sunflower and cottonseed 
meal as protein supplements for steers, 
under the studies of Drs. A. M. Pear 
son and J. F. Hentges of the Animal 
Husbandry Department. S/eers in the 
first ex periment that were fed cotton 
seed meal as a sup ple ment gained 2.09 
pounds per day, and steers fed sun 
flower seed meal gained 2.10 pounds

C. P. and Curtis Mixon (seen on tractor), who began farming in 1936. 
Then it was cotton and row crops—today it is cattle, grain and hogs. 
The Mixons stopped cotton farming two years ago. The few head of 
cattle they had 17 years ago has grown to 165, including four registered 
one Shorthorn and three Hereford, one a Merritt Mixer bull 
Maridor Plantation in Albany. Their cattle is marketed 
in nearby Dothan. The Mixons have about 95 Duroc hogs and sell 
some as breeder stock to local farmers. Five-hundred acres are divided 
into 12 pastures, the largest 50 acres and the smallest 20. The entire 
farm is under fence, mostly 13-line, 46-inch DixisTeeL with one strand 
of barbed wire at the top. Pastures are equipped with automatic water- 
ing troughs, such as the one seen in the photo above. The Mixons 
grazed cattle all winter on 100 acres on oats and still combined 40 to 50 
bushels per acre. Grasses used for year-round pasturization include 
Bahia, common and coastal Bermuda, and Crimson Clover. The Mixons 
sell some Bahia seed locally. The farm is completely mechanized and 
their equipment includes two combines and four tractors.

Re CRITICAL OR DAMAGING temperature for citrus varies with the condition 


of the trees, the time of year, and the variety 


A healthy tree will with 


stand a lower temperature than one in poor condition. Trees that have under 


gone cold but undamaging cold weather will withstand a lower temperature 


than those that have suffered shock due to an earlier freeze or prolonged drought 


The most susceptible citrus trees are 


those that have put out flush new 
growth in the early spring or winter 
due to the shock of a previous freeze. 

It has been ascertained that citrus 
fruit will generally withstand 28° for 
at least two hours without damage 
with the exception of tangerines which 
will be injured by temperatures of 30 
for a two-hour period.

Fence Posts 
A SMALL PANEL of swamp mahog- 
any (Eucalyptus robusta) finished 


ts beautiful 


and polished to show 
coloring, has been received by the 
Grower from William J. Kirkwood of 
Leesburg, who wonders why the tree 


is not grown commercially in Florida. 


The panel, about the dimensions of 
one section of parquet flooring, came 
from a tree a few miles from Auburn- 
dale. It was necessary to move the 
tree for the reason of convenience or 
landscaping, and some of the wood 
from a limb or limbs, was saved and 
came into Mr. Kirkwood’s possession. 
T he second piece was not dressed. 

Some years ago Mr. Kirkwood says 
he met an elderly man whose home 
was in Auburndale. This man had 
considerable experience with the 
swamp mahogany in Cuba, and advised 
either the Atlantic Coast Line Rail 
road or the Seaboard Air Line, to plant 
large acreages for use as crossties, the 
wood being one of the most durable 
known. 

Planted on Wrong Soil 

Mr. Kirkwood was told that experi 
mental plantings had been made but 
that the land was too low and the 
saplings died. It was the man of 
whom Mr. Kirkwood spoke, who had 
some of the mahogany wood dressed 
out, and it was a section of this which 
was given the GROWER 

The last time Mr. Kirkwood saw the 
man who had been interested in the 
growing ot the wood commercially, he 
said he had had a promise from a 
nurseryman to. seed 1 quantity ot 
swamp mahogany for local sale, but 
nothing was known ot any such pro 
gram being carried out 

The tree is a fast and thrifty grow 
er, the wood is valuable L. T. Nie 
land, chief of the extension forestry 
department at Gainesville, says the 
tree sometimes is called the red ma 
hogany but is not a true mahogany, 
rather a species of eculyptus. Mr. Nie 
land is somewhat interested in the tree 
and has a piece of it in his shop. The 
heartwood is rather bright red and 
quite atti ictively figured But, he 
says, the grain runs in every direction, 


and seems ilmost impossible to split.

It has 
not been known to occur north of 
Eustis, Florida, except in a few pro 
tected locations because it is extreme 
ly sensitive to cold Mr Nieland says 
that probably 24 F. would be about 
as much chill as the tree could stand. 

The wood is of great reported dur 
ability and may be one of the types 
that could become valuable for fence 
posts in our soils. Mr. Nieland feels 
that plantings ought to be made with 
this especial objective in mind. The 
tree does well on poor soils and par- 
ticularly on our poor, wec acid lands 
unsuited to other crops.

Lifting in this 
position places a severe strain on the 


sensitive back and abdominal muscles 


which is several times the weight 
lifted. 
When you squat or bend at the 


knees and keep the back as upright as 
possible, the powerful leg and thigh

The National Safety Council says 
the most common causes of lifting in-

A. bunius or the bignay, although 
not grown commercially, has been 
planted in many gardens in South 
Florida and has become quite well 
known. 

A. dallachyanum, native to Queens- 
land, forms a small, sometimes shrubby 
tree very similar to A. bunius and quite 
as ornamental, but with smaller leaves 
and larger fruit. The leaves are ovate 
to elliptical, obtuse or obtusely short- 
acuminate, 3 to 6 inches long. Flowers 
are produced from April to June in 
axillary spikes, male and female, on 
separate trees. Male spikes are mostly 
paniculate, sometimes solitary. Female 
spikes on the few trees examined were 
solitary. 

Make Deep Red Jelly 

The fruits are red to very dark red, 
usually with a deeper shade on the 
exposed side, in clusters of 10 to 30, 
each about %% inch in diameter and 
globose to ovoid in shape. Fruits of 
a single cluster ripen fairly evenly. 
Maturity is in September and October. 
The fruits are quite tart when ripe 
and make an attractive deep red jelly 
with the addition of pectin. They 
appear to have somewhat better jelling 
properties than fruit of the bignay. 

Propagation is by seeds, cutting, air 
layering, or grafting. Seedlings of 
A. bunius may be used as understocks, 
but it is still not known whether this 
combination is desirable. Nor has it

For maximum growth and feed pro- 
duction, winter pastures of oats, rye, 
or wheat should be given periodical 
applications of nitrogen and a chance 
to come back after they have been 
grazed down, according to Dr. Gordon 
Killinger of the University of Florida 
Agricultural Experiment Stations, 

“If these crops were given a com- 
plete fertilizer at planting,” Dr. Kil- 
linger says, “the only additional fer- 
tilizer they will need during the winter 
is nitrogen 


In many cases such pastures turn 
pale green to yellow in late November 
and December from lack of nitrogen, 
so it is advisable to top-dress them 
with 100 to 200 pounds of nitrate of 
soda, 75 to 100 pounds of ammonium 
nitrate, or similar nitrogen fertilizer 
per acre at this time or after the first 
grazing. 

Dr. Killinger recommends grazing 
such pastures when they attain six to 
eight inches, removing the stock when 
grazed down to two inches and apply- 
ing nitrogen, and allowing the pasture 
to regain growth before grazing again. 

After grazing has begun, apply the 
nitrogen top-dressing once a month or 
after each grazing period up to Febru- 
ary, he advises. Whether oats will be 
grazed as long as they last or livestock 
removed so they will produce a grain 
crop, early February is the latest period 
for applying nitrogen for a good return 
from the fertilizer. 

It is best to apply nitrogen when the 
pasture is dry to avoid burning. All 
livestock should be removed when the 
fertilizer is applied and kept out 
several days thereafter, or until a good 
rain to protect animals from fertilizer 
poisoning. 

Empty fe rtilizer sacks or other con- 
tainers should not be left where animals 
can get to them.

HINTS ON DEEP-FREEZE 


The farmer, or anybody u » the 
deep-freeze method of food preserva 
tion, should remember that capacity 
of the refrigerator is limited. For 
each cubic foot of storage pace a 
freezing load of 2 to 3 pounds is the 
maximum. For example, an 8 cubic 
foot freezer can handle 16 to 24 


pounds of unfrozen food. The pack 
ages should be spread out in the lower 
third of the space, in contact with 
refrigerated surfaces if possible. If 
the home freezer is overloaded with 
unfrozen food it will raise the tem 
perature to a point where damage 
results to the other frozen products. 

Do not plan to store your frozen 
foods for excessively long periods. The 
longer the period the greater the 
change in quality. Most vegetables 
can be stored from 12 to 18 months 
satisfactorily. 

In Florida there are a number of 
vegetables which are excellent for 
freezing, among them green and lima 
beans, peas, sweet corn, broccoli, 
cauliflower, spinach, collards and field 
peas. Tomatoes and cucumbers have 
never been frozen successfully

ditorial Comment 


Again, Our Great State Fair 


HERE WILL BE a “brand new look” in some parts of the great Florida State 

Fair at Tampa when it opens for its annual 11-day run February 2. The 
changes will add much to the value of the event which through the years 
has come to be known internationally. 

The Pan-American Building will be taken over by one of the “Big Three”’ 
automobile manufacturers with the largest display ever put on. That has 
necessitated new exhibit space for the Florida 4-H Clubs and several other 
educational display S. 

For the first time adult exhibitors of purebred beef cattle are required to 
pay an entry fee of $2.50 a head. The showing of beef animals in the Lykes 
Livestock Building will be outstanding. 

The Tamworth hog will be recognized for the first time on the premium lists. 

Emphasis will be placed on state-grown poultry this year. The size of the 
poultry show has been reduced and there will be no exhibits by commercial 
poultrymen, nor Cages of odd or fancy birds brought in by traveling exhibitors 
For the first time the winter meeting of the Florida State Poultrymen’s Asso 
ciation will be held at the Fair, and Manager J. C. Huskisson anticipates it 
will bring together the largest group of really outstanding authorities on 
poultry ever to meet in the South. 

These are but a few of the innovations being made in the program for the 
Fair; and for the Gasparilla feature, a brand new steel “pirate” ship will rock 
her sides with her cannonading and shake the Tampa waterfront as she moves 
upstream to dock for a week near the fairgrounds at the height of the festivities 

Next year the Florida State Fair will mark its Golden Anniversary 
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Power Shifts Crop Planning 


ee Is ONE of the states in our nation of miracles among which farm 
production stands a leader. While farm acreage and farm employment have 
fallen off significantly since 1939, the reason is that farmstands have been 
combined because machinery has enabled fewer men to work the soil. The 
U. S. output per man gained 62 percent. 

Behind this gain was an increase in use of tractors from 1,545,000 in 1940 
to 4,100,000 in 1951; in use of farm trucks from 1,047,000 to 2,300,000; 
milking machines from 175,000 to 725,000; combines from 190,000 to 800,000 
and corn picking machines from 110,000 to 500,000, 

One of the factors in the background of increase in mechanical equipment 
is the use of fertilizer. This use has risen sharply—240 percent since 1939 
in the amount of plant food incorporated in commercial fertilizers, Nitrogen 
use has risen 270 percent, phosphate use 192 percent and potash 304 percent 

Better hybrid seeds have grown better vegetables. There has been much 
more spraying and dusting with more efhcient equipment to kill off crop 
plagues. The science of the soil has delved deeply into growth problems, and 
development has followed development in animal nutrition and_ livestock 
breeding. 

As a result of use of amazing new machinery to lighten hand labor, the 
farmer is gradually shifting his cropping plan to more strongly emphasize 
products that demand comparatively little work as against “the good old 
days” when vast hand labor was required 
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The Law Should Be Uniform 


K ieagbdc NINE STATES and the District of Columbia permit the driver of 
a motor vehicle to pass another on the right. Sixteen states forbid it 
Three states allow it only if the car ahead is turning left. These regulations 
are but one example of the inconsistencies existing between state motor vehicle 
regulations. 

In Florida the law allows passing on the right. It has led to many a fatal 
disaster. Georgia permits no passing except on the left. A visitor obeying on 
law in One state runs into trouble in the adjoining state, as in the case of 
Florida and Georgia. 

South Carolina allows it, North Carolina does not. Virginia allows passing 
on the right only when the car ahead is swinging left. Delaware allows no 
passing on the right. Here is a cut-out puzzle in motoring through a string 
of states that changes with each boundary 

The inconsistencies are silly, they are fraught with great danger to life 
and limb and the rules throughout the United States ought to be made uniform 
—and hand-signal regulations, too—just as soon as it can be done
